The  R.'.  W.'.  Deputy  Grand  Master  then  announced 
that  all  Master  Masons  in  good  standing  were  invited  to 
seats  in  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  present  session. 
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REGRETS. 

A  letter  was  read  bv  the  V.-.  W.".  Grand  Secretary 
from  W.".  Bro.  Jas.  l\e'u\,  Oran<l  Representative  of  the 
Grand  Lod<^e  of  Qiu'»ec,  regretting  that  business  engage- 
ments would  not  permit  of  his  being  present.  Upon  motion 
the  letter  was  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

Grand  Secretary  then  read  the  following 
iitldress  by  M.-.  W.-.  Grand  Master  Edgar  Crow  Baker, 
forwarded  from  Ottawa.

To  THK  R.  .  W.'.,  V.-.  \V.-..  and  W.-.    Hkkthkkn  ob-  tin:  M.-.  W.  . 
(JuANi)  Ijoihsk  of  Bkitish  ("om'MMIa: 

Hn'tlirt'ii: — ('ircumstaiices  over  which  I  liavo  no  i)ossil)U'  control, 
and  such  as  you  will  fully  aj)prcciatc  and  readily  rccosfnizp,  will 
preclude  the  possibility  of  my  personal  attendance  at  the  Fourt«>enth 
Session  of  our  (Jrand  Lodjre,  and  much  as  I  deplore  th(>  fact 
that  </nh/  compels  me  to  remain  at  my  post  in  the  Federal  Parlia- 
ment owinjjj  to  its  unexpected  and  {i^ejierally  una])preciated  i)rolonfra- 
tion  by  the  majority  of  those  who  participate  in  its  lejjislation.  I 
rejoice  in  the  kno\vle«l«re  that  you  have  among  you  so  many  who  are 
e(iually  as  capable,  if  not  more  competent,  than  myself  <o  occupy 
the  Oriental  (-hair  of  King  Solomon  and  preside  over  your  delibera- 
tions at  tlu>  approachinuc  Session.  I  desire,  howevei',  that  you  should 
thoroughly  understand  that  although  "absent  in  the  flesh"  I  shall 
"be  with  you  in  spirit,"  on  Saturday  the  20th  inst.,  and  following 
days,  and  that  a  silent  prayer  will  go  forth  from  the  absent  one  to 
the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  that  Peace  and  Harmony  may 
prevail,  and  that  your  legislation  will  lea  1  to  such  results  ,is  may  be 
best  calculated  to  strengthen  the  lirotherly  ties  between  us,  and 
promote  the  usefulness  of  Freemasonry  in  a  Province  so  richly 
endowed  by  Nature. 

To  be  ''forewarned  is  to  be  forearmed,"  and  having  in  mind  this 
motto,  some  weeks  ago,  I  could  plainly  see  that  an  attendance  far  in 
excess  of  the  average  time  would  bo  entailed  up;)n  mo  at  the  Federal 
Capital  in  the  performance  of  those  (hities  for  which  I  am  here  (and 
for  which  resjfonsibility  and  evi<lenee  of  their  confidence  many  of 
my  lirethren  in  Victoria  are,  in  a  me;isure,  the  innocent  though  well- 
intentioned  sponsors);  that  I  took  occasion  to  s>  inform  tlie  Deputy 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  that  they,  "liaving  had  due  and 
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timci  •  iDtiw"  nii;{ht  {rovorii  1 1 U' it  solves  accord  iiij?Iy  aiul  tnakc  up 
f  »r  tlic  (l"licit  ill  tlu'sc  few  hiiiui)lc  rcriiiiiks  of  mine  (whicli  iniist  l)c 
r.':rartl('!l  'ii  »iv  in  the  li^lit  of  a  letter  claiiiiiiii^  the  indulgence  of  the 
Hrctliren  for  ulweuce  under  the  ahvady  explaim-d  exceptional  circuni- 
siances,  than  an  attempt  at  an  address  founded  upon  facts  and  figures 
u<iually  emanating  from  tlie  ()l!ice  of  (Jrand  Master,  when  jjresent 
in  the  Jurisdiction)  hy  l)i'ing  even  more  precisely  accurate  and 
exhaustive  in  laying  l)efore  the  JJrethren  such  dates  and  details  of 
matters  more  intimately  hearing  upon,  and  associated  with  Masons 
and  Masonry  as  come  within  their  respective  cognisance  and  which, 
from  ahsence  of  data,  [  ain  utiahle  to  touch  upon,  as  affecting  liriti  h 
('oluml)ia  more  particularly;  to  these  zealous  otlicers,  therefore,  I 
nmst  refer  you  for  such  detailed  information  as  is  customary  to  he 
given,  and  which  I  douht  not  will  he  found  in  the  reports  of  lirot hers 
Trounce  an<l  Neufelder. 


I  desire  to  thank  the  menihers  composing  the  lioard  of  (leneral 
Purposes  for  their  unreuiitting  exertions  to  i)l  ice  hefore  y«)U  a  work- 
able Constitution — if  the  majority  of  till'  Jirethreii  had  the  faintest 
coiicei)tion  of  the  numher  of  meetings  that  have  heeii  convened 
during  the  piust  year — the  numher  of  stormy  nights  the  meni- 
hers of  that  Board,  both  old  and  young,  have  had  to  wend  their  way 
to  the  silent  chambers  of  our  ^Masonic  Temple,  and  spend  hour  after 
hour  consi<lering  its  various  clauses  in  the  interests  of  the  Fraternity 
generally,  they  would  at  least  "accept  the  will  for  the  deed"  and 
grant  them  further  respite  to  reacli  that  much  to  be  desired  end.  T 
am  still  in  hopes,  however,  that  their  efforts  will  have  reached  the 
long  looked  for  completion  of  their  labors  and  that  intelligent  legis- 
lation this  Session  will  be  the  means  of  presenting  to  the  Jirethren 
of  our  jurisdiction  a  Revised  Constitution  embracing  every  necessary 
provision  for  its  good  government,  aiul  containing  clauses  so  free 
from  ambiguity  that   "he  who  runs  may   read." 

There  be  many  who  say,  why  all  this  bother?  What  is  the 
necessity  for  it ?  And  wliy  not  adopt  the  "Book  of  Constitutions" 
of  England,  Scotland,  Ireland  or  select  one  of  the  best  from  the 
( Jrand  Lodges  of  tlie  United  States?  Simply  because  we  desire  and 
must  necessarily  have  a  work  of  our  own  which  contains  not  only 
the  "Ancient  Charges  and  Regulations"  of  our  Order  but  a  detailed 
exposition  of  the  duties  of  Oltieers,  the  rights  of  members,  the  details 
of  ceremonies  to  l)e  used  on  various  cccasions,  (such  as  consecrations, 
installations,  and  funerals),  and,  in  short,  u  "(Jode  of  By-Laws"  for 
Grand  Lotige  api)licable  more  jiarticularly  to  the  pressing  emergen- 
cies of  our  own  jurisdiction,   and   upon  which   ^'general  rules,^^  and 
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rc^'ulatioiis  arc  cither  siU-nt  or  n<>t  siitth-iciitly  explicit — more  essen- 
tially is  tlii»  necessary  in  (U'liniiiir  tii.'  powers  (»f  Snl»onli!iatc  I>o«li;cs, 
and  Hoard  of  (Jencral  I'nrposes  i  which  after  all  is  a  "( 'omniittee  of 
(Jrand  liodjre" ),  and  reirulations  for  ( 'harity  Funds,  and  other  mat- 
ters of  local  importance.  We  are  strictly  cnJoiiUMl  to  preserve  the 
"Ancient  liundmarks"  and  t«>  <liscountenance  imposters  and  all 
dissenters  from  the  ()ri<iinal  Plan  (»f  K'cemasonry — it  lteh>)oves  ns 
therefore  to  he  cxcccdinjrly  can'ful  how  we  tread  upon  danu:  rous 
ground  in  our  desire  to  remove  what  may  appeal'  to  us  to  he  vicious 
or  aml)if?uous — heri'in  I  have  reference  to  an  intended  elucidation  of 
Section  15  of  the  "Summary  of  Ancient  Charires,"  ilu»uirh  I  am  cer- 
tainly of  opinion  that  siid  ciau-<e  can  heamend 'd  witho  it  tres|tassin<r 
upon  the  Ancient  Landmarks,  sutticiently  to  relieve  the  Master  of  a 
Lodj^e  from  violating;  an  oi>lij;ation  entered  into  in  the  matter  of 
"Visitors  producinjjf  proper  vouchers"  and  soforth— and  thus  remove 
an  oft  enj^endered  |)crplexity  to  Masters.  I  shoidd  reconnnend, 
therefore,  that  older  and  wiser  heads  than  mine  should  look  well 
into  the  riulit  in  rhaiufi  the  charfjes  as  ihiii  n-ad,  a.s  perchance  a  separate 
clause  in  the  revised  rej?ulations  explaininj;  rouc/urx  would  sullice.  I 
think  I  have  already  shewn  the  necessity  f«)r  having  a  ^ood  Code  of 
By-Laws  applica"  le  to  the  "nearer  home"  reiiuirements;  tl)ou<;h 
v,-hen  most  intelligent  ])eopl«'  understantl  clearly  that  we  as  Masons 
ajjree  to  he  froo(l  men  and  true  and  strictly  to  •)l)ey  the  Moral  Law. 
To  he  peaceahle  suhjeets  and  cheerfidly  to  conform  to  the  laws  of  the 
country  in  which  we  reside.  Not  to  be  concerned  in  plots  or  con- 
spiracies against  (Tovernments  hut  patiently  suhmit  to  the  decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Ijcjjrislature;  to  pay  proper  res|)ect  to  the  Civil 
Majjfistrate,  to  work  diligently,  live  creditahly,  and  act  honor- 
ably by  all  men;  to  avoid  private  pi(iues,  «iuarrels,  and  guard  against 
intemperance  and  excess;  to  promote  the  general  good  of  society,  to 
cultivate  the  social  virtues,  mid  propogate  thi'  knowledge  of  the 
Mystic  Art  as  far  as  our  inlluences  and  aldlities  can  extend— they 
would  most  naturally  exclaim  what  better  Co  le  of  Rules  could  any 
one  follow?  More  than  this  (and 'tis  no  secret)  a  Mason  is  obliged, 
by  his  tenure,  to  believe  essentially  in  the  Deity,  and  to  obey  the 
moral  law;  and  if  he  rightly  understands  the  Art  he  will  never  be  a 
stupid  Atheist  nor  an  irreligious  libertine;  he  is  particularly  bound 
never  to  act  against  the  dictates  of  his  conscience;  we  are  further 
taught  in  the  Ancient  (Charges  that  whatever  may  be  a  man's  n  lig- 
ion  or  mode  of  worship  he  is  not  excluded  from  our  Order,  provided 
he  believes  in  the  glorious  Architect  of  Heaven  and  Earth,  and 
practises  the  sacred  duties  of  morality;  ami  that  true.  Masons  meet 
with  the  virtuous  of  I'veri/  persuasi«)n  in  the  firm  and  pleasing  bond 
of  fraternal  love,  and  are  taught  to  view  fhe  errDrs  of  mankind  with 
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(•oiiipassion,  and  to  strive,  l»y  the  purity  of  our  own  ooiuluct,  to 
«li'ni')Mstratt'  tlic  superior  excellcnct'  of  our  faitii  wliicli  we  oui. selves 
profess  so  niueli  to  admire,  so  tliat  Masonry  nuiy  be  in  reality  what 
we  allejiji'  it  to  i)e  "the  centre  of  union  lu'tween  j^ood  men  and  true, 
and  tlie  happy  means  of  "onciliatinj;  friendship  amon^  those  who 
must  otherwise  have  remainecl  at  a  perpetual  distance.  So  nmch 
then  f  >r  the  m  )ral  ohli;;.itions  of  Masons— let  us  now  refresh  our 
m<'ni()ries  as  to  our  history.  Tlie  history  of  the  world  hej^ins  with  a 
le.'^enil,  an  1  so  does  the  history  of  Masonry,  for  wiiat  \nderson,  in 
the  very  (v)nunencement  of  his  "Hook  of  Constitutions"  relates  jus 
Irstory,  is  in  point  of  fact,  nothinj^  more  than  the  traditional 
"lejrend  of  the  (iuilds,"  contained  in  the  aticient  constitutions,  its 
le>j:endary  character  being  beyond  a  <loubt.  Some  enthusiastic  crafts- 
men are  l)old  enough  to  assert  that  Masonry  had  its  l>eginning  when 
the  world  was  created — others  again  are  content  to  date  it  back  to 
the  building  of  King  Solomon's  Temple,  and  others  are  even  content 
to  ascertain  how  and  when  Masonic  ceremonies  were  first  introduced 
into  our  present  system,  and  take  the  foundation  of  tlu  (Trand  Lodge 
of  Englaiul  as  ample  for  all  practical  purposes  of  the  present  day.  It 
is  I  think  sulHcient  for  most  of  us,  in  our  generation,  to  look  more  to 
resuliK  than  to  the  means  of  ellectiii','  any  ])articular  end — and  therefoe, 
perhai)s,  it  is  all  sufficing  to  know  that  our  Craft  is  "Ancient  and 
Honorable"  irrespective  of  what  precise  age  it  really  sprang  from. 
That  from  its  very  first  existence  the  Society  of  Freemasons  has 
attracted  the  observation  of  the  world,  and  has  been  thought  worthy 

of  the  attention  of  many  of  our   best  and   most  able  men,  and  has 
leeured  to  itself  the  sympathy  of  well  cultivated  minds  of  all   ranks 

and  conditions;  without  protection  either  from  Church  or  State, 
scarcely  tolerated  in  many  countries,  sometimes  even  cruelly  i)erse- 
cuted  and  oppressed,  it  has,  notwithstanding  all  these  urawbacks, 
(in  the  course  of  say  185  years)  increased  from  an  inconsiderable 
number  of  true  and  sincere  followers,  to  an  Association  extending 
over  the  whole  civili/ed  world.  Although  nmch  has  been  done  (and 
much  more  attempted)  to  bring  Masonry  into  dispute,  and  to  cast 
unworthy  suspicions  ui)on  its  tentlency  and  its  efficiency,  yet  it  not 
on\y  still  exints,  but  has  in  the  course  of  two  centuries  enlarged  its 
si)here  and  developed  its  resources,  and  has  in  no  small  degree  con- 
tributed to  raise  the  tone  of  social,  and  assisted  very  iruiterially  in  th  3 
moral  miprovement  and  general  culture  of  the  people;  being  based 
upon  eternal  truth  and  the  unchangeable  requirements  of  our  nature. 
It  lijis.  notwithstanding  ii.s  manifold  errors  faithfully  fulfilled  its 
pacific  and  exalted  mission,  inclining  itu  members  to  love  and 
charity,  to  moral  courage  and  fortitude,  to  truth  and  the  conscien- 
tious discharge  of   known  duties;    it  has  comforted  the  afflicted, 
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liroufflit  baek  the  (mtiiij;  to  the  path  of  virtue,  <lric'(|  tlu>  toarw  of 
widows  iuid  orpliaiis,  ail  I  is  till!  parent  of  iiiuiiy  an  institution  for 
hiMU'Volcnt  purposes. 

Tiio  liistory  of  I'Voeinasonry — l<»njr  vrilcd  in  mystery  interwoven 
witli  leij;en(ls,  purposely  distorted  hy  misrepresentations,  lias  tlwou^rli 
till'  profound  and  eonscieutious  resrarclies  of  some   few   solitary  and 
unprejudieed  Uretluvn,  aetjuired  of  late  years  ;i  sure  foundation  upon 
seieiitilic  principles.     I  refer  more  especially  to  the  «>-iiiin  of  the  Fra- 
ternity,  coneerniiij^   which,   even    to   this   day,    the   most    confused 
ridiculous  and  discordant  opinions   prevail;  l)lended  hy   alvsurd  self- 
conceit,  and  an  eccentri(!  ilesire  to  prove  the  >^xiremc  anticpiity  of  the 
Institutions.      Many    Masons    have    comhated,    most    strenuously, 
the  idea  that  the  Fraternity  orijrinated   in  the  "Operative   Masons;" 
or,  seeiufj:  that  the  ancient  symholieal  marks  anil  ceremonials  in  our 
Lodges  bear  a  very  strikinj;  resemhiance  to  those  of  the  "Mysteries  of 
the  Ancients,"  haveallowed  themselves  to  he  deceived  and  led  astray, 
iniaginiuf?  they   can   trace  hack  the   history   of  the   "craft"  into  the 
eloudy  mists  of  anti(|uity;   they  have,    in  fact,  allowed    their  zeal  to 
over-ri<le  their  discretion  which  not  uiifretiuenlly  involves  entanirle- 
iiieiit  in  unessential  particulars  anil  the   main  object  is  lost.    The 
actual    "/'"    of    Freemasonry   is  un(|uestionably   as    old   as   human 
civilizati' n,  having  its  .source  in  tli<'  human  heart   as  language  has 
its  in  the  spirits,  ami  therefore  it  is  that  we  tind  the  "/'■"  of  Free- 
masonry aheady  existing   in  the  remotest  ages  as  a  sha<iowy  presen- 
timent.   Kev.  Jiro.  Oliver  in  his  "Antiijuities  of  Freemasonry,"  with 
iill  gravity,  places  the  ori./m  of  ^hisonry  even   prior  to  the  Creation, 
tracing  its  germs  back  to  the  very  honeymoon  of  I'aradise,  and   also 
informs  us  that  Moses  was   (traiid  Master,   and   Joshua  his  Deputy. 
Another  Masonic  writer  attributes  it  to  the   folhnvers  of  I'ythagoras, 
•mother  to  the  risseiies  and  tirst  Christians;   mt  ny  to  the  building  of 
King  Solomini's  Temi)le.     Thomas  Tayne  ai  d  others  ascribe  it    <►  the 
Druids,  others  again  to  the  time  of  the  Crusades,  and  so  on   down  to 
till  .x'veiiteeiith   Ci'iitury.     In   compitring  the  social  organization 
customs,    docti  Ines  of  Freemnsomy    with    those   of   the   "Me<lia'val 
Huilding  Associations"  we  liiid  iiiiiiiy  indications  of  a  close  historical 
connection  existing  between  the  two  institutions — taking  the  various 
surrounding  circumstances  into  consideration,   and   combining  with 
them   the   results  of  historical    investigation   already    arrived   at,  it 
appears  to  me  to  be  noM- 
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our  modern  Society  is  the  direct  ilescendent  and  succi-ssor,  in  an 
unbroken  line,  of  the  Operative  Fraternity  of  Masons  of  the  Middle 
Ages;  the  present  form  of  Constitution  which  we  at  present  enjoy  is 
evidently  the  outcome  of  the  four  London  Lodges  in  the  year  1717 
at  which  time  they    bestowed  upon   the  Fraternity   of  Freemtisons 
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(Opcnitlvt' an<l  A(  coptt'd)  the  Ic^al  statutes  forming  the  l»ast' of  oiii* 
ostal)lisliiu('iit.  Wf  liave  t'vorv  ivasoii  to  know  that  Masoiirv  was 
oriK'i'ially  a  st-crot  Society  ami  was  p)venie(l  by  laws  known  only  to 
its  nieinlters;  we  read  c*!'  old  niainiseript  beinfr  in  the  luuuls  of 
private  nienil»ers,  at  an  early  day,  hut  we  have  no  evidence  tending 
t(»  show  that  tliey  had  reference  alone  to  the  fundan  ental  laws;  in 
I71!»,  however,  they  were  all  (or  nearly  all)  gathered  in  and  sent  to 
(iran<l  Lod<jje. 

An  eminent  Anieri<'an  writer  tells  us  that  Freemasonry  was 
strictly  a  secret  Soiriety  for  more  than  two  thousan<l  years;  that  its 
members  were  forbidden  to  i>ublish  anythiiif?  either  in  relation  to 
its  orijjin  or  teachinjjjs,  and  yet  throuj^Uout  all  that  perio<l,  its  history 
was  transmitted  from  ffcneralion  to  f^enertition,  unspotted  by  time, 
un<l  undulerated  by  tiie  sacriligious  hand  of  the  innovator.  Thodis- 
tin^^uished  (Chester  says:  "From  the  commencement  of  the  world  we 
may  trace  the  foundation  of  Masonry;  ever  since  Symmetry  bejjfun 
and  harmony  displayed  her  charms,  our  Order  has  had  a  beinj^." 
May  it,  Jirethren,  be  our  pride  and  pleasure  to  guard  with  zealous 
care  this  Ancient  History,  and  hand  it  down  to  the  generations  that 
are  to  follow  us  without  a  blot  upon  its  pages  of  our  Individual  or 
collective  creation.  Last  year  I  was  twitted  in  a  friendly  way  by 
some  of  my  Masonic  friends  in  being  a  little  too  lengthy  in  my 
address — this  year  I  think  I  have  guarded  against  a  rei)etition  of 
such  allusions,  partly  on  account  of  absence  from  my  field  of  Masonic 
labor,  and  partly  from  the  effw^ts  incident  to  what  is  known  here  as 
"Franchise  Fever"  which  has  a  tendency  to  exclude  the  necessary 
matter  generally  embodied  in  a  letter  of  this  tenure. 

Fn  again  surrendering  the  (iavel  of  Sui)reme  Masonic  authorty 
into  your  hands,  I  do  so  with  a  full  consciousness  of  my 
inability  to  do  justice  to  the  positi(m,  owing  to  my  absence  from  the 
Province  for  nearly  half  the  year.  I  can,  however,  fairly  lay  claim 
to  an  honest  desire  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Craft — to  give 
impartial  decisions  upon  all  occasions,  and  in  all  sincerity  to  wish 
every  Brother  "God  speed"  in  his  walk  in  life,  and  hereafter  a  rest 
in  the  Great  (irand  Lodge  above.

As  our  very  Worsliipfui  (iraiid  Secretary  "\vi»ose  priviie^jje  it  is" 
will,  [  (loul)t  not,  fully  report  the  stainliii<^  of  our  liculijes,  jfiviiijj^a 
full  statement  of  nieml>ersliip,  also  of  the  tiiianeial  and  other  mat- 
ters in  detail  connected  therewith,  it  only  remains  for  me  to  express 
my  rej;ret  at  the  absence  of  oiu'  >[ost  Worshipful  (Jrafid  Master  from 
the  I'roviiu'e,  ami  to  thank  you  for  the  kind  assistance  renden'd  to 
me  in  the  perfornuirice  of  those  duties  which  devolve  on  me  in  con-

(Considerable  labor  has  been  devoted  to  the  task  of  revision  of  the 
I'onstitution.  The  Board  regrets  that  owing  to  the  great  amount 
of  care  and  time  recjuired  to  complete  the  untinished  portions,  they 
are  una*:  le  to  place  it  before  your  Worshii)ful  body  this  session. 

(Communications  have  been  received  from  the  (jrand  Lodge 
Symbolica  Independiente  Mexicana,  Vera  Cruz,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Peru  desiring  recognition,  the  former  appoi:*ting  \V.  Bro. 
Teague  as  their  Grund  Representative  near  this  Grand  Body,  also, 
one  from  our  Sister  Grand  Lodge  of  ('olon  and  Cuba,  setting  forth 
the  claims  for  recognition  of  the  first  named,  Bro.  Teague's  com- 
mission has  been  handed  to  him  pending  recognition  l)y  tliis  Grand 
Body.  Both  communications  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  whose  report  thereon  will  be  found  as  an 
appendix.  The  Board  fully  concur  in  their  recommendations,  and 
belfeve  that  the  same  will  receive  the  (rrand  Lodge  sanction. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  (Correspondence  having  reported  that 
the  "organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Australia,  on  the  17th 
of  April,  o884:,  is  in  strict  acconlanco  with  ancient  usage  and  custoin 
of  the  Order,  the  Board  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia  recognize  the  same." 

T'  e  Board  deeming  it  advisal)le  that  the  Grand  Lodge  Benevo- 
lent Funds  should  be  properly  apportioned  as  far  as  the  investment  of 
wiid  Funds  in  the  Masonic  Temple  are  concerned,  appointed  u  Com- 


luittce  to  report  tlicrt'on.  Tin-  result  of  tlicir  liil»or  has  hct'ii  referred 
to  Kiimiiee  Committee,  H'u\  will  he  fouml  embiMlird  in  their  report 
Idjrether  with  HUjjfj^estioiis  for  the  eonsideratioii  of  tlie  (ir  md  Lodge. 

At  tlie  suggestion  of  tli«'  (J rand  Secretary  llfty  volumes  of  the 
Proceedings  of  Sister  (J rand  Lodges  were  ordered  to  be  hound;  an<l 
tile  Hoard  is  of  tlie  opinion  tliat  a  small  grant  made  annually  for  this 
purpose  would  prove  of  great  service,  and  in  time  lead  to  the  estah- 
lishment  of  a  library. 

U.*.  \V.'.  Jieavt^n  has  been  through  severe  illness  incapa(!itattd 
from  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Hoard  since  last  August.  His 
presence  being  sadly  missed,  (he  is  an  indefatigable  worker);  we  are 
llmnkful  that  his  re(?overy  is  so  far  advanced  aw  to  give  assurance 
that  lie  will  soon  be  with  us  again.

A  suitable  room  having  been  secuied  the  Lodge  was  called  on, 
and  a  procession  formed  in  the  usual  Masonic  oi-der  There  were 
present  the  officers  and  members  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  C<»i'npan- 
ions  of  various  Royal  Arch  Chapters,  members  of  Mount  Hermon 
Lodge,  No.  7,  and  a  number  of  Brethren,  resident  in  the  Province. 
The  clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Westminster  also  took  their  place 
in  front  of  the  Masonic  Body. 

On  arriving  at  the  site  of  the  new  churcli  Bro.  P.  M..  J.  C. 
Hughes,  Acting  Secretary,  read  my  conmiission  from  the  Grand 
Master.  Having  thus  commanded  attention,  I  delivered  the  custom- 
ary address  to  the  people  present.  The  plans  of  the  building 
having  been  examined  and  approved  of  were  returned  for  future 
guidance  in  its  erection.  The  Secretary  then  stepping  forward  de- 
posited the  following  articles  in  the  receptacle  under  the  stone:  a 
copy  of  tlie  Constitution  of  ihe  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  a 
Masonic  scroll  recording  various  data  appertaining  to  the  laying  of 
ths  corner  stone,  the  church  records,  the  Churchman's  Gazette  for 
August,  copies  of  the  morning  papers,  coin=i  of  the  realm,  and 
various  mementoes  contributed  by  persons  present. 

The  stone,  a  block  of  granite,  was  then  placed  in  position  and 
adjusted  in  the  usual  manner,  and  being  tried  by  plumb,  level  and 
sijuare,  was  adjudged  "Well  nuide,  truly  laid,  well  proved,  true  and 
trufty."  Corn,  wine  and  oil  being  sucessively  supplied  by  the 
proper  officers,  were  poured  upon  the  stone,  and  suitable  invocations 
made  during  the  several  stages  of  the  ceremony,  the  whole  being 
concluded  with  prayer  by  the  Chaplain.  A  collection  plate  was 
then  placed  upon  the  stone,  and  contributions  made  by  those  present. 

The  Brethren  returned  in  their  original  order  to  the  room,  and 
the  liodge  was  called  off".

Somethings  tliere  are,  only  temporary  in  their  nature  and  intro-

charity.  These  were  the  scaftbldings,  to  be  taken  down,  wlien  tlie 
temple  shall  be  erected  and  stand  forth  in  beauty  and  emlurance,  a 
joy  for  ever.  And  accordingly  on  an  occasion  such  as  tliis,  E  would 
not  (h'tain  you  witli  speculations  that  might  be  doubtful,  or  in  grop- 
ing after  the  origin  of  Masoidc  traditions  and  its  legendary  lore, 
liowever  useful  and  approved  these  may  be  in  the  practice  of  our 
ritual  and  in  the  symbolic  teachings  of  the  system.  Whether  these 
originated  with  the  old  worhl  giant  minds  of  the  Aryan  race,  or  were 
due  to  the  Hebrew  fathers,  or  else  (being  laid  upon  the  broader, 
deeper  and  earlier  foundations  of  natural  needs  a<ldressed  to  manly 
natures)  di<l  only  take  their  sj^ecial  forms  and  shapes,  as  they  became 
developed  in  Patriarchal  Jewish,  Pagan,  or  Christian  lands  during 
the  progress  of  successive  ages.  All  these  and  such-like  questions,  I 
leave  to  the  learned   to  decide  and  for  the  studious  to  investigate. 

What  Masonry  is  and  does  and  with  what  allied,  will  more  than 
suffice  for  our  immediate  thought,  befitting  alike  the  requirements  of 
a  Christian  assembly  and  a  high  festal  celebration  of  the  Masonic 
order. 

Let  me  lay  it  down  then,  once  for  all,  that  Masonry  is  but  a 
human  institution,  and  makes  no  pretensions  as  a  system  of  religion 
ai\d  least  of  all  proflers  herself  as  a  substitute  for  Revelation.  All 
she  does  is  simply  this :  She  humbly  walks  by  the  side  of  Revelation 
in  strict  alliance,  so  far  as  she  goes.  Thus,  then,  we  must  clearly 
perceive  that  revealed  religion  and  the  Masonic  Institution  are  in 
many  respects  identified,  although  in  some  they  differ.  The  points 
of  identity  ar  .•  mainly  these  :  Both  radiate  from  one  counr.on  centre, 
even  God,  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  universe  and  the  sole 
fountain  of  life  sunl  light.  An  open  Bible  is  recognized  to  be  quite 
as  indispensji'jie  in  the  one  as  in  the  other  system.  This  is  made  the 
actual  deputy  and  the  silent  witness  for  Clod  on  the  most  solemn 
occasit)n.  And  on  all  occasions,  great  and  small  alike,  the  Bible  open 
upon  her  altars,  is  the  Mason's  first  great  light.  But,  further,  not 
only  in  the  way  of  significant  ceremony,  but  of  individual  guidance, 
is  God's  written  word  exalted.  For,  the  earliest  recommendation  to 
each  newly  made  Mason  urges  upon  him  "the  most  serious  contem- 
plation of  the  sacred  law  and  that  he  must  consider  it  the  unerring 
standard  of  truth  and  justice  by  which  he  regulates  his  actions 
according  to  the  divine  precepts  it  contains."  The  two  systems  also 
cover  the  same  ground  and  occupy  an  identical  area  of  eternal 
practice,  namely,  duty  to  God  In  piety,  duty,  to  men  in  charity,  duiy 
to  self  in  purity.  If  you  pass  in  review  the  internal  principles  and 
cardinal  virtues  common  to  both,  you  will  And  the  former  to  be 
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lirotlierly  Love,  (.'harity,  Truth  aixl  the  hitter,  Temperance,  Forti- 
tude, Prucleiiee  jiiid  Justice.  And  all  these  are  to  be  cultivated  and 
kept  In  vitil  activity,  throuf^h  meditation  and  prayer  an<l  the  study 
of  (iol's  revealed  will.  Of  course  there  are  points  of  dillerence  of 
various  kinds. 

The  boundary  lines,  which  mirk  the  development  of  revealed 
reliji:ion  in  its  modern  aspects  of  expansion,  present  the  riiir<j:ed  and 
too  often  rasli  features  of  sectarian  animosity,  party  spirit  and  politi- 
cal violence,  as  well  as  tlie  acute  anjjfles  of  nationalism  and 
social  caste.  These  novel  features,  these  unloveable  linos,  are  oblit- 
erated from  the  circumference  of  Masonry,  which  is  drawn  deep, 
broa<l  and  even  and  thus  alfords  an  ample  and  firm  platform,  on 
which  men  may  stand  and  learn  to  know  and  love  oii','  another  better 
and  to  work  for  fj;ood  in  many  ways,  even  thouufh  they  may  widely 
(litter  in  opinion  upon  polities,  relij^ion  and  many  matters. 

In  all  this  vou  will  not  mistake  me  I  do  feel  sure.  I  mean  not 
to  assert  that  all  that  is  revealed  by  (lod  for  man  to  follow  is  ontained 
in  and  inculcated  by  Masonry.  But  what  I  do  maintain  and  will 
stand  to  is  this  :  That  a  good  mun  (as  jjjood  as  ever  passed  fro  i  earth 
to  heaven)  nay  be  a  Mason  and  become  not  the  less  j^ootl  and  f^odly 
for  beinji  one,  nor  restricted  in  his  field  of  usefulness,  and  capacity 
for  service  of  God,  but  rather  very  much  the  other  way. 

And  now,  having  dealt  with  Masonry  in  its  abstract  or  ideal,  we 
will  glance  briefly  at  it  in  its  concrete  formand  actual  working.  And 
thus  a  fair  decision  may  be  arrived  at,  as  to  h:>\v  far  she  m  ly  have 
gone  off  the  right  track,  also  (if  not  gone)  but  still  on  the  right  road, 
how  much  more  of  this  is  to  be  traversed  that  she  may  fultil  her 
glorious  mission  to  the  full. 

Oneof  the  evils  into  which  >[asonry  has  fallen  in  times  past  and  in 
other  lands  is  excess  in  convivial  j)  )tatioiis.  Now,  in  your  admirable 
arrangements  there  is  nothing  of  the  kind  possible.  On  the  contrary, 
a  model  Blue  Ribbon  society  might  almost  take  a  leaf  out  of  your 
•  »ook.  I  feel  it  a  solemn  duty  thus  to  b.'ar  my  public  testimony  to  the 
abstinent  character  of  your  refreshments.  And  I  do  this  all  iie 
more  because  a  lingering  suspicion  miy  rest  with  some,  that  things 
are  differently  conducted  and  not  for  the  good  of  Masonry.  An  ither 
thing  is  that  your  order  has  not  plunged  into  politics  and  become  the 
instrument  of  revolutionary  movements,  as  in  the  unification  of 
Italy  and  as  under  the  action  taken  in  other  lan<ls.  We  thank  (Jod 
that  there  is  no  temptation  to  this  in  our  favored  country.  We  have 
as  much  liberty  as  we  are  well  able  to  use,  and  whoever  may  rise  up 
against  Queen  Victoria  it  will  not  be  the  Masonic  Brotherhood,  among 
whom  every  male  child  of  her  Most  Gracious  Majesty  who  has  come 
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to  niunhood,  has  been  enrolled  a  member  of  the  orde-.  And  the 
hen*  of  England's  Crown  oecupiea  the  highest  position  in  the 
(iraiid  Lodge  with  dignity,  credit,  and  to  the  profit  of  all.  And  all 
this  is  in  ad<lition  to  our  specific  formal  obligations  on  this  head. 

A  third  and  very  serious  evil  once  and  again  assailing  our  Order 
is  Atheism.  This  was  so  in  Germany  about  a  hundred  yea"  a  ago,  and 
It  is  the  case  in  the  France  of  to-day.  Now,  let  me  remind  you  of 
the  terms  in  which  an  ancient  charge  runs.  In  dealing  with  this  point: 
"A  Mason  is  biiund  to  obey  the  moral  law,  and  if  he  righty  under- 
stand the  Craft,  he  will  never  he  a stvpid  Atheist,  an  irreligious  libertine 
or  act  against  his  conscience."  But  let  me  now  read  the  solemn 
resolution  of  the  (rrand  Lodge  of  Ireland  on  the  subject.  On  Nov 
Ittt,  1877,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  : 

*'  Whereas,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  has  received  official 
notification  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  has  altered  the  first 
article  of  its  constitution  from  Its  previous  form  and  omitted  there- 
from as  one  of  the  fundamental  principles,  a  belief  in  the  existence 
of  God  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland 
hereby  resolves.  That  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  having  by  such 
altera  ion  rendered  adniissible  individuals  who  do  not  believe  in  the 
existence  of  a  Personal  Deity,  has  thereby  caused  a  breach  in  the 
foundations  of  Ancient  Masonry,  and  acted  in  violation  of  the  first 
great  principle  of  the  Order,  and  therefore  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ire- 
land hereby  declares,  that  it  cannot  continue  to  recognize  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France  as  a  Masonic  body,  and  directs  all  Lodges  working 
under  the  Irish  constitution,  to  decline  receiving  as  Masons  any 
person  hailing  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  or  any  subordinate 
Lodge  under  its  jurisdiction."  In  like  manner  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  and  the  American  Grand  Lodges  passed  resolutions  strongly 
reprobating  this  violation  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Craft, 
and  forbidding  coniinunion  with  Masons  hailing  from  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France.  And  this  daring  subversion  of  first  principles  is 
no  less  repulsive  and  odious  in  the  judgment  of  the  Masonic  Brother- 
hood of  British  Columbia. 

Thus,  then,  having  demonstrated  your  perfect  exemption  from 
those  great  evils  and  abuses,  whicli  have  disfigured  or  weakened  the 
Ord«»r  or  brought  it  into  deserved  ill-repute  elsewhere,  one  thing 
more  remains  for  us  to  determine,  and  it  is  this :  That  as  you  are  on 
the  right  road  ;  we  must  ascertain  how  much  farther  you  may  have 
to  proceed  and  what  advances  are  yet  to  be  made  in  order  that  the 
Masonic  Order  may  be  conspicuous  in  Britisti  Columbia  as  elsewhere, 
not  only  for  the  absence  of  what  is  evil  but  for  the  presence  of  what 
is  excellent,  lovely  and  of  good  report.    For  instmce,  assuming  as 
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so  well  one  may,  that  your  internal  arrangements  and  the  actaal 
workings  of  your  Order  are  in  a  highly  creditable  condition,  what  is 
there  that  is  to  lie  found  elsewhere,  that  is  not  found  here  of  things 
external,  visible  to  the  public  eye  and  affording  unanswerable  demou- 
Htration  of  the  noble  characteristics  and  splendid  charities  of  the 
Order?  "Masonry  (to  quote  the  words  of  an  address  recently 
delivered)  has  wiped  the  tear  from  the  scalding  eyes  of  the  distressed, 
has  relieved  the  wants  of  the  suffering,  has  cheered  the  sad  chamber 
of  sickness,  and  kindly  smoothed  the  pathway  to  the  tomb,  and 
when  the  immortal  spirit  has  quitted  it  tenement  of  clay,  reverently 
deposits  the  body  in  its  mother  earth  and  finds  a  burial  for  the 
poor  as  well  as  the  rich,  then  hastens  to  pour  consolation  into  the 
bosom  of  his  sorrowing  relations.  The  green  turf  which  covers  the 
mortal  remains  of  the  departed  brother  does  not  hide  him  and  his. 
Masonry's  arms  embrace  his  bereaved  relict  and  kindly  encircle  his 
orphans;  its  hand  directs  their  education  and  guides  their  infant 
footsteps  in  paths  of  usefulness  and  honor."  May  I  add  that  in 
response  to  this  appeal  the  Masonic  Brethren  of  Ireland  built  two 
noble  Orphan  Homes  and  when  some  $25,000  more  were  yet  needed 
to  complete  the  work,  contributed  in  three  days  at  a  grand  sale  in  the 
city  of  Dublin  to  meet  this  requirement,  the  sum  of  nearly  $40,000. 

If  there  is,  or  is  to  be  occasion  for  such  an  institution  or  one 
for  widows  either,  I  do  feel  assured  that  you  will  be  just  as  ready  to 
contribute  to  this  as  you  are  now  ready  to  aid  any  brother  overtaken 
by  distress  or  to  take  up  any  other  work  of  kindred  nature.  And 
this  you  do  and  will  do,  even  though  our  country  is  a  new  one,  our 
members  are  limited,  and  that  benefit  societies  attract  many  away 
wlio  might  otherwise  desire  membership  in  your  Order,  which  is  a 
far  nobler  institution,  because  a  beneficent  society.  Anyhow,  even 
if  so  congenial  a  movement  may  not  appear  urgent  and  advisable  at 
the  present  time,  you  will  not  on  this  account  forsake  or  forget  even  a 
single  orphan  or  widow  of  a  deceased  brother,  but  place  each  one  in 
Hoiue  affiliated  institution,  if  not  (even  as  not  seldom  already  done) 
take  them  to  your  own  homes,  and  thus  prove  to  outsiders  what  are 
the  mighty  compulsions  strong  as  death,  aye,  and  even  stronger — 
which  the  "Mystic  tie"  is  able  to  exert  upon  your  "hearts,  your 
pockets  and  your  hands." 

And,  now,  I  have  done  this  task,  and  only  ask  of  you  each  one 
(whether  Masonic  Brethren  or  not)  to  cultivate  above  all  things  that 
"Charity  which  never  faileth."  Here  in  life  and  time,  this  will  not 
"fail"  among  those  at  least  of  an  Order  which  for  duration  goes  back 
to  the  days,  when  sorrow  first  appeared  to  challenge  sympathy — 
which  in  respect  of  its  extension  envelops  the  world  as  its  Diocese, 
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which  hi  respect  of  iiuMiib'.'r.sliip,  inchidct  aUkc  the  Kinj?  who 
iiHceiulH  tlu'  tlirotic  aiitl  tlie  sweep  who  cliiiilw  a  chiiimoy — whicli  in 
respect  of  its  oltjects  1ms  left  liehind  as  a  jjjoldeu  due  unii  istakeahle 
traces  of  the  ^lory  and  Ijeauty  of  piety,  hi'iievolence  and  virtuous 
self-eontrol,  which  above  all,  «'rects  lier  altars  fast  by  the  oracles  of 
(j}od.  These  are  our  jewels,  and  the  decorations  and  insij^nia  that  we 
prize  above  all  else  are  the  orphans  we  rear  and  the  widows  we  cheer. 

And  what  shall  I  say  of  or  how  laud,  worthily  of  its  lofty  future, 
this  "Charity  that  never  faileth''  outwards  and  onwards  past  the 
confines  of  death  and  our  victory  over  the  j^rave,  when  the  redeemed 
of  Uod,  landed  in  the  world  to  come,  and  the  life  everlasting  shall 
claim  the  New  Jerusalem,  the  Paradise  of  God  and  the  tree  of  Life  as 
all  their  own  domain.  And  it  shall  stand  too,  in  the  judgment  day 
iHjfore  the  Great  White  Throne,  an  assuring  evidence  and  acceptable 
proof  of  a  vital  relationship  established  with  its  Father  and  God, 
through  the  atoning  blood  of  God's  own  Lamb,  and  seal  d  Iry  the 
H  )ly  Spirit  of  promise.  And  it  shall  als;>  sing  amidst  the  high 
fjliclties  and  thy  happy  ch  )irs  of  the  glorilied,  where  there  shall  be 
no  need  of  candle  or  light  of  the  sun  or  moon  or  other  intervening 
in-j.lium  of  c :>minunication  or  rertection.  Yes,  indeed,  "Charity 
never  faileth,"  and  accordingly,  the  soul  that  is  stamped  with  these 
divine  limatiuntii  as  practical  characteristics  inwrought  in  life  and 
time,  just  as  it  is  capacitated  to  out  last  the  universe,  so  shall  it 
become  a  sharer  in  the  Immortality  of  God.  Yours  be,  then, 
meanwhile,  an  anticipated  beatitude,  a  sanctity  which  even  now 
breathes  of  Paradise,  a  grace  already  tinged  with  the  richer  hues  of 
glory — a  charity  stamped  with  the  very  likeness  of  Deity  in  the 
noblest  of  all  his  perfection — befitting  you  at  once  for  the  com- 
panionship of  Angels,  yea  even  of  the  Lord  of  Angels. 

And  now  to  God  the  Fiither,  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  three 
persons  and  one  G;)d,  be  all  honor  and  glory  and  might  and  majesty 
and  dominion,  now  and  forever  more.    Amen. 


After  divine  service  the  procession  was  reformed,  aiid 
members  of  Grand  Lodge  returned  to  the  Masonic  Temple, 
when  the  fohowing  resolutions  were  passed:

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEE8  OF  THE  MASONIC  TEMPLE. 


Your  Trustees  have  received  a  communication  from  Vancouver- 
Quadra  Lolge,  No.  2,  dated  SOtli  December,  18H4,  calling  their  atten- 
tion to  the  want  of  water  for  the  lavatory  and  water  closet;  also  a 
similar  communication  from  V^ictoria-Columbia  Lodge,  No.  1,  dated 
24th  March,  1^85.  Your  Trustees  have  noticed  that  there  has  been 
a  defect  in  this  portion  of  the  building  since  the  first  winter  it  was 
occupied,  also  that  the  roof  has  been  leaky  and  a  continual  expense 
witliout  properly  overcoming  the  fault. 

Your  Trustees  have  undertaken  to  have  the  following  work  done 
in  a  proper  manner:  point  the  brick  work  where  required,  cement 
chimney  tops,  and  have  the  tin  work  repaired,  as  well  is  sueh  other 
repairs  as  were  needed;  also  all  the  exterior  work,  roof  deck,  gutters, 
tower  windows,  doors,  cornices,  etc.,  properly  stopped  and  repainted, 
and  the  walls  of  the  reception  room  cleatied  and  oil  painted,  together 
with  a  variety  of  work  which  your  Trustees  knev,  re(|uired  to  be 
done  to  protect  the  property  and  give  the  Lodges  the  conveniences 
that  it  was  originally  intended  they  sliould  enjoy. 

Since  the  dedication  of  the  Temple,  in  Octol)er,  1878,  there  has 
been  expended  on  the  roof  deck  about  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars  up  to  1884,  and  it  was  still  defective.  During  the  same  period 
there  has  been  expended  on  plumbing  and  damage  caused  l)y  the 
bursting  of  pipes,  two  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  tifty-flve 
cents,  with  the  causes  in  existence  for  further  danuiges;  therefore 
your  Trustees  deemed  it  advisable  to  put  the  plumbing  work  in  proper 
order.  This  has  been  done  by  casing  the  pipes,  tank,  service  box, 
etc.,  and  tiilling  up  the  space  round  them  witii  saw-dust,  also  placing 
waste  taps,  with  an  iron  rod  from  the  upper  floor  going  down  below 
the  foundation,  so  that  the  water  can  be  turned  off  or  on  at  tlie  main 
supply  without  going  outside  the  building.  A  new  soil  pipe  has 
been  placed  outside  the  building  and  tlie  soil  trap  ventilated  and 
placed  so  that  the  frost  will  not  affect  it.  The  walls  of  the  cesspool 
have  been  rebuilt  and  cemented  and  properly  protected  by  earth  from 
the  frost;  the  cesspool  has  also  been  well  ventilated  and  good  drains 
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iimdi'  to  curry  ofl'tlur  HurphiH  water  from  the  IdiildiiiK-  A  Htop  valve 
and  |iiill  have  lioeii  placed  ill  (•oiiiu'ctioii  witli  tlie  lavatory,  ho  that 
no  water  will  lie  retaine(l  in  tlie  pipes  to  Ik*  allected  Ijy  frost,  and 
milking  it  almost  impossiljle  for  any  damaj?e  hy  water  to  l)e  done  to 
^ooils  in  tlie  store  below.

Your  Trustees  commenced  this  work  before  the  ai)portioning  and 
adjustment  of  the  funds  in  our  care,  and  withdrew  from  the  Savings 
H;nik  live  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  to  pay  the  accounts  which, 
after  adjustment,  proved  to  belong  to  the  Benevolent  and  Widows' 
«}c  Orphans'  Funds;  the  above  will  therefore  be  charged  to  the  build- 
ing ace  )unt,  and  arrangements  made  to  nd'und  the  same.  They  have 
also  drawn  one  hundred  dollars  from  the  revenue  of  the  Temi^le. 

Your  Trustees  have  full  conlideiice  that  there  will  be  no  necess- 
ity for  a  large  expenditure  for  a  long  time  to  come,  and  would  rec- 
ommend that  a  portion  of  the  land,  which  is  now  nn])roductive,  be 
leased  or  sold,  believing  that  large  vacant  lots  of  land  adjoining  our 
Temple  are  injurious  to  tiie  renting  of  the  stores  in  the  building,  and 
keei)s  tliose  who  are  interested  from  reaping  the  l)enefits  that  can  and 
should  be  realized.  There  are  seventy-one  feet  on  Douglas  street  and 
tifty-three  feet  on  Fisguard  street;  if  we  keep  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty  feet  on  each  street  we  shall  have  all  the  land  we  want  for  our 
own  purposes,  and  by  selling  the  remainder  we  can  realize  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars,  which  will  give  tlie  Order  and  share- 
holders a  very  good  yearly  dividend  and  in  a  short  time  enable  the 
Lodges  and  Benevolent  Fund  to  own  every  share.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother, — Your  ooniniunleatlon  of  the  oOth  Dee., 
from  the  lioard  of  (Jeneral  Purposes,  re({uestinjj:  the  Trustees  of  the 
(jrrand  TiodK*.^  and  Heiievoleiit  Fund  to  properly  ai)portion  and  ad- 
just the  same,  is  at  hand. 

All  monies  paid  to  the  Trualees  have  been  in  lumj)  sum  sums  to 
the  credit  of  the  Grand  Tiodge  and  Henevolent  Fund;  the  books 
of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  (rrand  Treasurer  we  have  no  doubt  will 
show  the  amounts  that  have  been  received  on  each  separate  account, 
and  how  they  have  been  disbursed. 

The  Trustees  have  no  better  opjxjrtunity  of  giving  an  account  of 
the  funds  than  any  other  member  of  the  Board,  excej)t  those  i)laced 
in  our  care,  and  tiiey  have  been  invested  and  entered  in  the  stock 
book  and  shares  issued  for  the  same  with  the  consent  and  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board.  All  the  above  accounts  are  audited  every  year  by 
the  Board  and  i)rinted  in  the  Proceedings.  The  Trustees  would  pre- 
fer that  others  should  audit  and  adjust  these  accounts,  believing  that 
it  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  all  concerned,  and  will  be  pleased  to 
render  every  assistance  in  their  power. 

The  Trustees  beg  to  remind  the  Board  that  they  have  not  received 
any  monies  from  the  (}rand  Treasurer  since  July,  IHHl,  theoidy  monies 
received  by  the  Trustees  durhi.uc  this  period  has  been  interest  from 
the  accumulated  and  invested  funds  in  the  Tenij)le. 

Having  been  appointed  by  the  (Jrand  Tiodge  in  1H70,  the  first 
Trustees  of  the  sai<l  fund,  it  gives  u-;  pleasure  to  rei)ort  that  all  just 
chxims  for  relief  have  been  promptly  paid  and  that  the  funds  are 
steadily  increasing.  Although  the  projiortion  to  the  Benevolent 
Funds  is  only  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  from  each  Brother's 
dues  per  annum,  or  a  little  over  ten  cents  per  month,  there  has  been 
added  to  the  funds  during  this  period  over  two  thousand  dollars. 
These  funds  are  invested  in  the  Masonic  Temple  and  lands  adjoining, 
and  are  a  secure  investment.     Although  the^'e  shares  have  oidy  paid 
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about  five  per  cent.,  the  property  hoe  increased  in  value  and  can  be 
made  to  pay  «,  much  better  dividend  l)y  lea,sing  or  gelling  a  part  of 
the  vacant  land,  as  suggested  in  the  Temi)le  Report.  Your  Trustees 
wouid  suggest  tliat  these  funds  be  kept  separate  froiii  the  Grand 
Lodge  funds,  and  that  one  Trustee  be  elected  from  each  Lodge  con- 
tributing to  khese  funds;  that  all  monies  collected  by  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary from  the  Lodges,  or  that  may  be  given  or  bequeathed 
to  these  funds,  shall  be  i>aid  direct  to  the  Trustees,  who  shall  present 
their  accounts  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  one  month  before 
the  regular  convocation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  audit,  and  at  the 
regular  convocati  n  of  the  Grand  Ijodge  the  Trustees  shall  make  a 
full  report  of  their  accounts  and  such  infornjation  in  connection  with 
their  official  duties  as  they  may  deem  iaiportant  for  the  vvellfare  of 
the  Order  and  the  information  of  the  Brethren. 

Your  Trustees,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses, appointed  Brother  Sargison  to  audit,  adjust  and  apportion 
the  funds,  and  his  report  will  be  found  on  page  34. 

In  conclusion,  your  Trustees  would  recommend  that  a  note  be 
given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Temple  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Benevo- 
lent and  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund  for  !i>o57  90  (the  amount  of  the 
money  the  Trustees  of  the  Temple  liav'e  borrowed  from  the  Benevo- 
lent and  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund)  bearing  interest  at  5  per  cent, 
per  annum,  to  be  repaid  out  of  next  and  future  years  revenue,  unless 
the  adjoining  ground  is  sold.
